ON U. S.PAPER MONEY 
BUT NONE ON GOLD 
American Visitor Carrying Coin 
Loses by Exchange Com- 
ing and Going.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Dec. 1.— 
American gold is as good as gold 
in Canada but American ‘currency 
is much better, such are the vagar- 
ies of international exchange. 

A citizen of the United States, 
visiting a bank here, learned to his 
sorrow he would have been wiser 
to fill his pockets with bills before 
leaving home instccd of with gold 
pieces, . 

He walked into the bank and laid 
on the counter. some American 
banknotes, some silver dollars and 
some $5 gold pieces. 

For every dollar bill he got $1.19 
in Canadian money. For every dol- 
lar in silver he got $1.08. For 
every dollar in gold he got $1 in 
Canadian currency—just that and 
nothing more. 

He protested what he termed the 
discrimination against gold in fa- 
vor of paper, but the banker. ex- 
plained: “Your gold pieces are 
worth no more to us than Canadian 
gold pieces of the same face value. 
We will give $5 in Canadian bills 
for a $5 Canadian gold piece, and 
we can give no more for an Ameri- 
can g0ld piece of the same 
amount.” 

“But I thought you were paying 
a premium on gold.” “On raw gold 
from’ the mines,” replied the 
banker. “And by the way, you will 
have to leave the gold here now, 
because it is illegal to take gold out 
of ‘Canada without a Government

Browder, a member of the secre- 
tariat of the American Communist 
party, said at national headquar.- 
ters today that ever since William 
Z. Foster suggested a march on 
Washington the party had been or- 


ganizing such a movement both 
among Communists and non-Com- 
munists. 

Speaking for Foster, the party 
head, who is ill, Browder said the 
present march was decided on by 
the National Committee of Unem- 
ployment Councils on Oct. 10, but 
that Foster first suggested it in a 
speech last Sept. 13. 

A vast majority of the hunger 
marchers were not Communists, he 
added, “but most of them become 
sympathetic in the course of the 
march.” 

Browder said the recent Com- 
munist political campaign was 
aligned with plans for the march. 
He added that while no sanction 
was asked from the international 
party, “we send them our papers, 
and we receive papers from them.” 

“The Communist party,” Brow- 
der declared, “has been the main 
political leader in the fight for un- 
employment insurance, and this 
march fits.right in with our con-

“The move was initiated by local 
unemployment councils and final 
plans were made at a meeting of 
their national committee in Chicago 
on Oct. 10 and 11. 

“We expect that 2500 marchers 
will reach Washington. These, in 
turn, represent at least 40,000 or- 
ganized in unemployed councils. In- 
direct representation is much 
broader.

The movement arises out of the

workers.

The Governtirent’s case was con- 
siderably shortened when defense 
attorneys agréed this morning to 
accept the Govcrnmeht’s volumin- 
ous technical evidence without ob- 
jection. 

Nearly a dozen motions to dis- 
miss the indictments were denied 
by Judge Coleman at the opening 
of the defense case this afternoon, 

Judge Coleman also dénied mo- 
tions for a dirécted verdict in fa- 
vor of Mann and Hering. All of 


the defense points were based on le- 
gal technicalities. 


Defense Statement. 
' Albert. Ottinger, former’ New 
"York Attorney-General, made the 
first opening statement for the dé- 
fense. 

The attorney told the jury that 
Mann and Hering were the main- 
stays of the Order of Bagles.

Crowds Throng Streets to See 


Christmas Goods Despite 
Financial Crisis. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘RENO, Nev., Dec. 1.—Trying to 
forget the financial crisis in North- 
ern Nevada, hundreds of laughing 
persons crowded the downtown 
streets last night for the traditional 
opening of the holiday season. 

Christmas trees were lighted in 
the shopping district and mer- 
chants displayed goods that’ may 
never find a buyer. There were 
shouts from children at sight of 
long shelves of toys; and regret in 
the hearts of parents as they heard 
the cries of “Mamma, papa, buy me 
that.” 

As they: milled through the 
streets, the grownups may have 
seemed gay, but they knew .that 
today the State of Nevada enters 
the second month of a . banking 
holiday which has seen business 
of the community sink to the low- 
est level in history. The only en- 
couragement is the expressed hope 
of bankers that three closed Reno 
banks will reopen by New Year's. 

Since Nov. 1, when the State 
declared the bank moratorium, 
conditions in Reno and North- 
ern Nevada have grown steadily 
worse. 

Business is virtually at a stand- 
still in the 10 counties in which 
are the 12 Wingfield banks which 
took vantage of the holiday and 
closed their doors, hoping to work 
out a plan whereby they could free 
frozen assets and reopen. Mean- 
whilo, deposits totaling nearly $14,- 
000,000‘and representing 27,000 
separate accounts are tied up in 
the closed banks.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Deal- 
ing with the effects of the depres- 
sion oh the Americah farmer, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Arthur M. 
Hyde says in his annual report to 
the President, that “the situation 
has demonstrated again the’* old 
truth that it takes purchasing pow- 
er, as well as COnMIRD HON, to keep 
prices up.’’: 

The report points out that the 
present ' depression has caused 
greater shrinkage in demand for 
farm commodities, in farm com- 
modity prices and in farm incomes 
than any similar decline in the last 
70 years. Though the falling off 
in consumiption has been limited, 
generally speaking, to the higher- 
priced commodities, all prices have 
fallen, and the farmers “have had 
to take terrific price cuts to move 
their goods,”’ 

Graphic figures in the report 
show the depth and extent of the 
farmers’ troubles. 


Fall in Purchasing Power. 
“Farmers have witnessed a pre- 
cipitate fall in. purchasing \ power,” 
the report says. “The factory pay- 
roll index for the United States, for 
example, was 50 per cent lower in 
the first quarter of 1932 than in 
the first quarter of 1928. Railroad 
pay-rolls were about 40 per cent 
lower, -and: construction pay rolls 
about 80 per cent lower. 

“In some of the principal coun- 
fries that take American farm 
products, employment and consum- 
er buying power declined more 
than in the United States. Our ag- 
ricultural exports therefore had to 
fall in volume, and even more in 
value. In the two crop years 1929- 
30 and 1930-31, farm exports from 
the United States declined twice as 
much in value as in volume. 
“Reduced buying’ power abroad 
was not the only cause of the drop 
in our agricultural exports. In- 
creased farm production in Europe 
and elsewhere had a great deal to 
do with it. So did import restric- 
tions established by foreign coun- 
tries.

The letter explained that prior 
to the stock market crash the Em- 
pire company had arranged to sell 
half the output of the proposed 
project to the Kansas City Power 
and Light Co. and that negotia- 
tions were well under way for 
financial backing. 

“But with the abrupt falling off 
of security and commodity prices,” 
the letter sald, “and the com- 
mencement in 1929 of the country- 
wide depression, the consumma- 
tion of these negotiations was made 
impossible.” The letter also point- 
ed out that since October, 1929, the 
load of the Empire company had 
suffered a severe decline because 
of the shutting down of lead and 
zinc mines in the Tri-State field. 

Despite the request the commis- 
sion called for a hearing after giv- 
ing 90 days’ notice to possible prot- 
estants. Among the protestants 
against delay were members of the 
County Courts of Stone, Barry and 
Taney Counties, representatives of 
the White River Boosters’ League, 
the Springfield Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Monett Commercial 
Club and various individuals. 

Jane Order of Commission. 

On June 30 the commission voted 
to offer the company a license but 
granted until Dec. 1 for its accep- 
tance. In its June order the com- 
mission said: : 

“The protestants, present con- 
vincing evidengé of the detrimental 
social and econdmic: ¢ffects of long 
continued inaction ahd thie conse- 
quent unce 8s to, whether 
and when thé »ject will.be con- 
structed, involving the flooding of 
approximately 28,000 acres with its 
consequent effects upon highways, 
bridges, public schools and private 
property within and adjacent to the 
area which may be flooded. 

“The fact that the company has 
entered into contracts with offi- 
cials of the several counties in- 
volved, under which substantial 
sums are to be paid by the com- 
pany after the date of beginning 
of the project,/to reimburse for re- 
location and construction of high- 
ways, bridges, etc., indicates the 
degree and kind of inconvenience 
being suffered by the public from 
uncertainty. 

“To say the least, there is pre- 
sented on behalf of the public in- 
terest an equity in favor of action 
counterbalancing the equitable con- 
siderations advanced by the com- 
pany against action. 

“No Discretionary Power.” 

“The applicant has urged the 
view that the commission has 
broad discretionary powers to delay 
action for reasons satisfactory tg 
the commission. The commission 
can find no such discretionary pow- 
er vested in it by the statute: and 
holds that it is without authority 
in law to grant the applicants’ pe- 
tition for delay.” 

Commission officials said teday 
that the acceptance of the license 
constituted a contract with © the 
Empire Co. Under the Federal 
water power act, the company is 
expected to begin construction 
within two years after acceptance 
of the license. The law requires 
the commission in exceptional cases 
to extend this time two additional 
years. Thus, theoretically, the com- 
pany has four years in which to 
start work.

Correspondent Visits eataden 
Scene of Slaughter of Chinese 


Peasants by Japanese Troops 


finds Burial Place Where, ‘Survivors Say, 
Villagers Were Mowed Down by 
. ‘Machine-Guns. ° 


HE Chinese foreign office last Friday charged that Japanese soldiers, 
vi had massacred 2700 Chinese peasants—men, women and children— 
in three Manchurian villages, “on suspicion that they were harboring 


soldiers opposing the Japanese forces in Manchuria, 


To these charges, 


published througout the world, theWapanese Government issued an in-, 


dignant denial. 


Edward Hunter, war correspondent for International News Service, 
sent to investigate the charges, reports as follows: 


(Copyright, 1932.) 

FUSHUN, Manchuria, Dec. L— 
I returned to Fushun today from 
the scene of a massacre after tread - 
ing the damp earth where Chinese 
men, women and children were put 
to death by Japanese machine gun- 
ners on suspicion of harboring Chi- 
nese soldiers in their homes, 

I made a tour of what were once 
the villages of Chunchinpu and ad- 
jacent communities, all lying with- 
in a §0-mile radius southeast of 
this city. The charred remains of 
the three villages put to the torch 
when their residents had been 
slain thrust blackened brick and 
mud walls to heaven. In one com- 
munity there was nothing left alive, 
not even a mongrel dog. 

Every Chinese farmer, peasant, 
coolie and child of either sex that 
I found still alive told the same 
story—that the Japanese herded 
the villagers together like cattle in 
a corral, took them to nearby 
slopes and hillsides at bayonets’ 
point, and there slaughtered them. 
Their homes were doused with 
kerosene and put to the torch. 

Why was it done? It was in re- 
prisal against these villages, inhab- 
itants said, because Chinese rebel 
troops who attacked Fushun on a 
night in mid-September, causing 
damage of 350,000 yen and killing 
several Japanese, passed through 
that district. They came from 
Hsin-pin, 40 miles to the east, and 
were “Red Spears,” the primitive 
minded warriors of Manchuria, 
whose main weapon of combat is a 
bright red lacquered lance. 

The massacre victims were sus- 


pected of giving food and iodeiie 
to these nomadic rebels at the time 
of the Fushun onslaught. 

I Stood beside the perpendicular 
end of a sloping hillside which 
formed a natural amphitheater 
The shreds of peasant  attiré, 
stained with blood, lay scattered on 
the ground. A crude attempt at 
burial had been made. But through 
the fresh sod of the common mound 
poked grim reminders of the 
slaughter. Evidences of putrefac- 
tion were everywhere, 

The first stricken yillage is with- 
in a radius of eight miles of the 
South Manchuria Railway station 
at Fushun, But reaching there was 
not so easy as the distance might 
indicate. It is in one of the “dan- 
ger spots’’ which foreign consular 
authorities particularly forbid their 
nationals to visit. The Japanese 
and Manchukuo authorities are no 
less anxious to keep it cut off from 
outside comntunication. 

The only route to this village 
from the prosperous city of Fushun 
—rich because it is the outlet for 
the largest open cut coal mine in 
the world—is blocked by a barbed- 
wire gateway. 

In the daytime the gate is opened 
to permit Chinese miners to return 
to their homes, within walking dis- 
tance of the mine. 

The ill-fated downs where the 
massacre Occurred are only a few 
miles away. But there is no means 
of transportation and almost in- 
superable difficulties. 

However, no one in Fushun wants 
to go there, There is nothing to see 
but tragedy and ruin.

Special House Committee Also 
Reports 326 Cases of 
Double Taxation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—A gspe- 
cial House committee which inves- 
tigated double taxation yesterday 
reported that it had found 326 
cases where tooth the Federal and 
state governments asked the citi- 
zen to pay on the same object. _.” 

An instance cited in the state- 
ment issued by Representative 
Vinson (Dem.), Kentucky, chair- 
man of the committee, was gasoline 
taxes. Each state collects on the 
sale of gasoline. So does the Gov- 
erhment and the District of Co- 
lum bfa. 

In addition to listing instances of 
double taxation, a preliminary re- 
port soon to be issued will discuss 
the taxing powers, the Federal tax 
system and that of the states and 
sub-divisions, and expenditures will 
also be gone into. 

Public hearings are planned la- 
ter, using the- report as a basis, 
and a final report probably ~will 
recommend changes in the present 
taxing systems. 

Vinson said the committee had 
determined that the taxing power 
of the Government and the states 
was very broad and that there was 
no legal bar to double. taxation, 
although there were limitations in 
some cases. 

The total per capital tax burden 
in the United States on the basis 
of data gathered by the commit- 
tee, the statement said, was $77.53 
for 1931, as against $68.27 for 1922. 

“There has been a decrease in 
the Federal tax burden since 1922,” 
it continued, “but this has been 
more than offset by the increase in 
the case of local taxes. The city 
per capita tax burden|\in 1922 was 
approximately $14.97, as against 
$24.26 for 1931, an increase of over 
62 per cent.” 

In addition to Vinson, the com- 
mittee is composed of Representa- 
tives Cullen of New York, and 
Lewis of Maryland, Democrats, and 
Chindbloom of IlHnois, and Crow- 
ther of New York, Republicans.

HINDENBURG CONSIDERING 
RESIGNING, NEWSPAPER SAYS 


German President Reported Im- 
_paticnt for Immediate Solution 
of Cabinet Problem, 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—President von 
Hindenburg was represented today 
as impatient for immediate solu: 
tion for the nearly month-long 
Cabinet crisis. 

The President’s attitude became 
known yesterday through an article 
in Der Deutsche, official daily or- 
gan of the trade unions. The pa- 
per went so far as to say Von Hin- 
denburg -was seriously considering 
resighing,.. This,Der Deutsche 
said, was just what the monarch- 
ists wanted. The paper went on 
to say the Hohenzollern family 
that ruled Germany so long, was 
not agreed on a Vice-Regent in 
the event it should be called on to 
serve. 

Gen. von Schleicher, whom the 
entire press today regarded as the 
sole candidate for the Chancellor- 
ship, continued his efforts to con- 
tact the National Socialists even 
though Adolf Hitler decided to 
remain at Weimar. 

- Hitler said at Weimar today he 
would decline to negotiate with the 
General, adhering instead to his 
own party’s demand that he be 
made- Chancellor. He denied re- 
ports of disunion within the party. 


$300,000,000 GOLD MINE 
REPORTED NEAR MT. ARARAT 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, Dec. 1.— 
A gold mine has been discovered 
at Kagizman, near Mount Ararat, 
the Minister of Economy an- 
nounced yesterday. He estimated 
its potential value at $300,000,000.

Stanley Baldwin, Cabinet member 


and former Prime Minister, told an 


audience here last night that young 
Britons had better go back to the 


‘farm, for the nation no longer can 


be the workhouse of ‘the world. 

“When once more prosperity 
comes. to the Dominions and, they 
can open their doors to ourrpgople; 
you will then see, for instance, in 
Canada, industrial developments de- 
veloped by British money, with 
British brains and with British la- 
bor, and not. with American,” he 
said. 22 

“So far as I can see, any idea 
that we can be the workhouse of 
the world can no longer be held. 
It is untenable. We have got to 
devote our minds to greater culti- 
vation of the land than we have 
done for years past.” 

Baldwin said that, although he 
had been a protectionist for~ 40 
years, he felt that Britain's great- 
est accomplishment in the adop- 
tion of a general tariff lay in the 
fact that it now was provided with 
greater bargaining power to work 
for a general lessening of tariff 
barriers. 


FRENCH POLICE FIRE ON 
JAPANESE IN SHANGHAI 


Latter Kidnaping Korean Within 
the French Concession 
at the Time.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 1.—Annamite 
police of the French Concession in 
Shanghai fired today on seven Jap- 
anese while the latter were kidnap- 
ing a Korean, allegedly an anti- 
Japanese propagandist, who was 
within borders of the French Con- 
cession. It was reported the Jap- 
anese were acting without knowl- 
edge of the French authorities. 

The Annamites’ aim proved poor, 
None of the Japanese was injured. 
Five of them escaped with the Ko- 
rean, and the French police arrest- 
ed the other two. They were held 
despite Japanese efforts to obtain 
their release.

HAVANA, Dec. 1.—Cuba’s Speed 


largest Spanish benefit societies— 
the Centro Gallego and the Centro 
Asturiano—have run into financial 
trouble almost simultaneously. 

A committee of nine depositors 
of the Banco Asturiano, until 1929 
operated as the Centro Asturiano 
Savings Bank, has asked courts to 
declare the institution bankrupt, 
alleging that it has not met obli- 
gations to depositors since October, 
1930. The depositors also demand 
arrest of officers and directors. 

Meanwhile, auditors are checking 
accounts of the Centro Gallego to 
determine just how much money is 
missing. Francisco Naya, an offi- 
cer, estimates the amount at more 
than $150,000. 

David Valearcel and Placido Lu- 
gris, collector and bookkeeper re- 
spectively for the society, have 
been arrested in Panama.

If Hoover sccpenesk the sales 
tax it is expected to take the place 
of the several existing special taxes 
ranging from 5 to 10 per cent on 
specific products. Farm com- 
modities and implements would be 
exempted.

The farm mortgage problem is one that concen- 
trates in the great North Central agricultura) states. 
fowa alone—has almost 15 per cent of the total 
mortgage debt. Iowa, Illinois and Nebraska have 
about one-third of it. The New England and mid- 
Atlantic states have a little more than 5 per cent, 
the Pacific and Southern states about the same pro 
portion. Almost 40 per cent of all farms in the 
United States are mortgaged. Two-thirds of the farm 
mortgage debt is in 12 North Central states. 

The Farmers’ Union and the National Grange, the 
two principal agricultural organizations, have joined 
in demands for relief to farm mortgages. They want 
them made easier, by direct relief from foreclosures, 
by reduction of interest, by, indirect action to raise 
farm prices. The.interest on farm mortgage debts 
in the United States approximates $650,000,000 an- 
nually. This is some five times as much as the an- 
nual payments on war debts. It is more than 10 per 
cent of the gross income of 4ll agriculture in the 
United States for 1932. Norman J. Wall of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics estimates the total in- 
debtedness of American farmers today as between 
13 and 14 billion dollars, their annual interest bur- 
den around $900,000,000. The net income of all farm- 
ers before mortgage interest payments last year was 
approximately 28 billion dollars. So the debt burden 
of agriculture in that year, was about one-third of 


net income likely, and interest burden remaining un- 
changed, the proportion this year will be even larger.

The many in the fac- 
tories, mines, shops, offices and on the 
farms obtain but a scanty income and 
are able to buy back only a small part 
of the goods that can be produced in 
such abundance by our mass industries. 

Goods pile up. Factories close. Men 
and women are discharged. The nation 
is thrown into panic. In a country with 
natural resources, machinery and trained 
labor sufficient to provide security and 
plenty for all, 12,000,000 are unemployed 
and three times that number are desti- 
tute. 

Now then, can anyone say that the men 
at the head of this Government have not 
failed the people? If they pave not failed 
as yet, God help the future. 

I am not a Communist, but a Socialist, 
and I believe that a hunger march is a 
good way to show the sentiment of the 
destitute, starving and honfeless people 
of this Government where money, and 
not humanity, is the most important fac- 
tor to the few who run it.

additional capital for the Federal Land Banks to in- 
crease their lending power, and reorganization of the 
Land Banks system, to bring the Joint Stock Land 
Banks -under Federal control; (3) expansion of pri- 
vate efforts by banks and insurance companies, 
through special committees in each district to deal 
with distress cases, to bring creditors and debtors to 
agreement on reduction of interest, extension of 
amortization, etc. 

The latter was the approach of the Hoover admin- 
istration. Some progress has been made in that di- 
rection, The incoming Democratic administration has 
pledged itself to more comprehensive governmental 
measures, jncluding some surplus control scheme, 
such as the domestic allotment plan, to raise farm 
prices. The domestic allotment plan proposes to add 
to world prices for agricultural exports the import 
tariff upon such exports. Thus if wheat is 58 cents 
in Liverpool, the American tariff of 42 cents will be 
added to the selling price. The 42 cents is to be col- 
lected from processers, paid by consumers. In other 
words, the domestic allotment plan proposes to give 
the farmer a bounty. 

In the philosophy of the farmers and their organ- 
izations, war debts and farm debts are inseparable. 
Senator Frazier plainly tied them together when he 
said before the Farmers’ Union: “I opposed the war 
debt moratorium on the ground it was unjust nnless 
a similar debt holiday could be given to American 
farmers. I shall take the same stand on any further 
proposals to relieve European debtors.” 

But irrespective of the war debt issue, pressure for 
relief legislation in the field of farm debts is certain. 
With farm values approximately at the pre-war level 
and prices for farm products at about 45 per cent 
below pre-war prices, the total mortgage debt upon 


?farms is almost three times as great as it was in 


4910. Both debtors and creditors are suffering from 
the collapse of farm income. 

The largest proportion of the total farm mortgage 
loans is held by insurance companies. They have 
28 per cent of them. Commercial banks are not heav- 
ily involved. They have reduced their proportion of 
total farm mortgage loans to about 10 per cent from 
nearly twice as much 10 years ago. The Federal 
Land Banks and Joint Stock Land Banks hold less 
than 20 per cent of the total farm mortgages. Nor 
are the borrowers all in the same category. Less 
than 36 per cent of those having mortgage debts owe 
more than 60 per cent of the present value of their 
farms. Less than 10 per cent owe more than 80 per 
cent of present values. 

Farmers themselves are important holders of farm 
mortgages. They have 15 per cent of the total. Other 
individual lenders in rural communities hold another 
15 per cent. A moratorium would therefore cut heav- 
ily into rural income. It must be remembered that to 
pay a dollar on farm debts today takes almost twice 
as much produce as before the war, that there are 
almost three times as many dollars to be paid, that 
the real debt burden is about gsix times as great 
as it was before 1915. 

This is a tough nut for Congress to crack, but it is 
an issue that cannot be evaded. The farmers are upon 
the point of revolt against foreclosure. In many 
sections of the country they have organized either 
hostile or passive opposition to it. Thousands of 
farmers continue to occupy lands in default.

. Here Kelker summed up in a few words the in- 
expensive measures he recommended as the first step 
in relieving traffic congestion.

Two of these measures, elimination of left turns 
and restriction of parking, can be made effective 
without cost. Traffic signals for the 90 downtown in- 
tersections would cost about $136,800, he estimated. 

Discussing the benefits of these measures, Kelker 
said: 

The success of these traffic rélief measures 
in Chicago and in other cities would seem to jus- 
tify a thorough consideration of their applicabil- 
ity to the St. Louis situation. When the total 
expenditures involved would be less than $500,- 
000 for the traffic relief measures and many 
times that amount for street car or rapid transit 
subways, the necessity for exhausting all possi- 
bilities for improvement must be apparent. 

It was Kelker’s opinion that if these measures 
were carried out, “the street cars alone could pro- 
vide accommodations for a 40 per cént increase in 
traffic during the rush hours without causing any 
more traffic congestion than exists at this time.” 


Again Kelker said: 

After careful study, we are of the opinion that 

the most optimistic estimates of the benefits 
which would flow from the construction of sub- 
ways for the use of street cars would not justify 
the heavy expenditures involved. 
Kelker thought the city might well adopt a rapid- 
transit plan for possible development in the future, 
but for the present he advocated SG practical low- 
cost measures. 5 ae ee 

No one has ever controverted Kelkey’s conclusions, 
which could be made effective almost immediately, 
and which certainly would provide a starting point 
at a mere fraction of the cost of the most. insignifi- 
cant subway. 
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MANNERS OF THE MARCHERS. 

Ig it considered good form for dinner guests, when 
they dislike the flavor of the food, to throw it on the 
floor and around the dining room, or to bang their 
plates on the table? Should a guest who has arrived 
for dinner, then learns of another invitation which 
offers the prospect of a better meal, march out of his 
host’s house and utter a loud “Boo!” as he goes? 
These questions probably have never been put to 
Emily Post, but there.can be no doubt about the an- 
swers if they were. Yet such breaches of etiquette 
have occurred, at Toledo and‘ Cleveland, :O., respec- 
tively, as incidents of the “hunger march” on Wasb- 
ington, 

The meals, furnished at public expense, included 
ham and cabbage, beans, cottage cheese, boiled po- 
tatoes, bread and sausage—scarcely royal fare, but 
assuredly adequate to satisfy genuinely hungry men. 
It might be possible for this march, futile thongh it 
undoubtedly will be, to gain some popular sympathy 
if the marchers exercised common‘ courtesy toward 
the hospitality accorded them. But such behavior as 
in these instances will win precisely the same amount 
of ~~ as the rude guest receives anywhere..

The Pension Racket

United States in the nineteenth century 

been so different from that in Europe? 
In practice, we pensioned all the able- 
bodied soldiers of the Civil War, at a time 
when Buropean opinion held that such pen- 
sions were politically a blunder and finan- 
cially a crime. In 1924, we voted a bonus 
of about $3,500,000,000 to the able-bodied 
men of the World War. The laws cover- 
ing disability allowances have been progres- 
sively liberalized, until now thousands of 
World War veterans are receiving compen- 
sation for disabilities having no connection 
with war. The entering wedge has been 
driven and we now face a repetition of our 
Civil War experiences, but a vastly more 
expensive one, because of the larger num- 
ber of mén involved in the World War. 
Why do we thus disregard European expe- 
rience and judgment? 

Fundamentally, I think it is because we 
feel that we are not like the Europeans, and 
that what they cannot safely do, we can. 
We are the richest nation on earth, the 
greatest nation in ability and in institutions, 
and can afford generous deeds which they 
cannot. We have no such dangers to fear 
as they have lived through. 

The Revolutionary War was scarcely be- 
gun when Congress promised adequate pen- 
sions to all men disabled in the war. This 
was loyally fulfilled. The number of the 
men was not large, and after the first years, 
no difficulty was experienced in paying it. 
Indeed, the new prosperity and growth of 
the country was‘so astounding, its visible 
wealth became so great, that a grateful and 
patriotic people received with acclaim the

idea of pensions to all the men who had 


won our liberties for us.

A generation after the close of the war, it 
was seen that the veterans were no longer 
young, were becoming old men, were in 
part unable to work any more and at best 
were unable to take care of themselves in 
comfort. A pension for every man! It was 
a “nice thing’ to do; it would cost a good 
deal of money; but we had plenty of it. 
The Revolutionary debt had been taken care 
of and was being paid off rapidly. The pop- 
ulation had grown so fast that the number 
of men affected looked small. What differ- 
ence did it make that most of them had 
been able-bodied at the end of the war? 

The same logic covered the cases of the 
War of 1812 and the Mexican War. The dis-

abled were few; the widows and orphans — 


not many; e whole number of men in 
service looked small. The vita) fact 
is the astounding growth of the country 
itself in population and in wealth in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. Against such. 
progress, the expense seemed small. 

Nor were we afraid, like the Europeans, 
of the army in politics. Gen. Jackson's «nili- 
tary record no-doubt had some influeftce on 
hts popularity and election, but no one 
ascribed it to the pensioned veterans. Har- 
rison—"*Tippecanoe and Tyler too”’—and 
Taylor of Mexican fame, became Presi- 
dents, but no one ascribed their election to 
the soldiers’. pensions or to the prospect of 
bonuses for the able-bodied. The number of, 
men in ser¥ice had been too small to decide 
an el in so large a country with full 
manhood suffrage. Gradually, all the vet-,

pensioned, without regard to their physical 
condition at the end of the war or at the 
time the pénsion was granted. And the 
money was paid with ease. 

At the end of the Civil War, however, the 
case was obviously different. The North- 
ern. armies had been very large, evén in 
relation to the population. The number dis- 
abled and incapacitated also looked large. 
The cost of the war seemed enormous; the 
debt staggering. Finances were in disorder, 
and the paper money and the suspension of 
specie payments had frightened the nation. 

Pensions at once were voted to all the dis- 
abled, to all widows and dependent rela- 
tives, but the rate was moderate. As the 
financial strain rélaxed and prospérity 
seemed to return, the first stringent regula- 
tions were modified, but no men were pen- 
sioned for the first 10 years who could not 
show some real disability caused by the 


war itself. 
° . * 


Then came a great change, and the rea- 
sons were mainly political. The Republican 
party found its majority declining in the 
elections; in 1876, the vote was close 
enough for the soldier vote to have made a 
difference; in 1880 it was closer. To keep 
out the Democrats and insure the perma- 
nence of the outcome of the Civil. War, 
whose results the Democrats were accused 
of threatening, the pensions to the disabled 
were increased in amount, and new classes 
of men in service were voted pénsions. The 
purpose of aligning the veterans solidly be- 
hind the -Republicans not having been 
achieved in 1880, more were granted. 

After Cleveland’s election put the Démo- 
crats in power in 1884, théy sought in their

and was defeated in 1888 for his opposition 
to the soldiers’ demands.

under the pressure of the depres- 
sion last year. 

Among such leagues suggested 
for rehabilitation are the old Ohio 
State League: which executed its 
last gasp back in the days of the 
World War; the old Wisconsin 
State League and the old North- 
western League, which did business 
for a long time around Duluth. 

Creation of new and similar 
leagues will be proposed also. 

All this will be laid before the 
annual convention of the National 
Association of Professional Base- 
ball Leagues when that organiza- 
tion starts its meeting here Sunday.

Can’t Rush Nature 


NDERESTIMATING the time 

for recuperation from injury 
is one of the common failings of 
the baseball world. When a 
player fractures an ankle or a 
leg, it has more than once been 
reported that the player was 
expected to take his place in the 
lineup in-about six weeks. 

When a pitcher has appen- 
dicitis, he is supposed to be 
about ready to start working out 
again after two months. Other 
injuries are in proportion. 

As a matter of fact, a leg or 
ankle fracture seldom permits 
play within a year; and the ath- 
lete is seldom fully himself again 
for another season. Appendix 
cases do not recover the same 
season and it is usually two 
years before they come back.

NAVY IS GIVEN 


GOOD CHANCE TO 


DEFEAT CADETS 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1 -—The word 
is being whispered around, a little 
fearfully by the “experts” who have 
been fooled so often by football, 
that the Navy is in a “sweet” spot 
to beat the Army and redeem all 
the failures of a very ordinary sea- 
son. 

There is little in the records to 
prove that either team is. capable 
of defeating the other, especially 
in the kind of game the service 
schools always play, but there is 
a strong: possibility that the Mid- 
sthipmen may reach the peak of 


their form Saturday while the Ca-’ 


dets still are trying to recover from 
last week’s defeat by Notre Dame. 

-While Army was taking a licking 
and the battering that went with 
it, Navy had'an open spot in‘ its 
schedule last/week, giving two full 
weeks of preparation for the big 
game.

“Under. the proposed treaty, we 
give up all claims to Lake Mich- 
igan as an American lake; we sur- 
render our security for an all- 
American waterway down the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley; we bind ourselves 
at our Own expense to\build com- 
pensation works in the lakes to 
overcome a diversién which, under 
the new treaty is prohibited: we 
create electricity, of which the Ca-

power will belong to us; we pro-

DR. POLING LIKES BILL 
FOR OUTRIGHT REPEAL 


Says ‘‘Naked” 
Make It Easier to Defeat 
the Proposal. 


Dr. Daniel A. Poling, noted dry 
leader, who made a _  26,000-mile 
flying campaign for President Hoo. 
ver’s re-election on the prohibition 
issue, said today that he wanted 
the Democratic repeal measure 
“just as naked as John Garner 
wants it,”’ but for different reasons. 
Dr. Poling is in St. Louis in. be- 
half of the Christian Endeavor 
movement and his Radio Youth 
Council. He addressed a gathering 
of business men at Hotel Statler at 
luncheon today on the _ subject, 
“What Price Youth?” Tonight he 
will speak at a young people’s mass 
meeting at Winnebago Presbyterian 
Church, Winnebago street and Ten- 
nessee avenue. 

Dr. Poling, who was willing to 
grant that the “drys are measur- 
ably responsible for the present sit- 
uation,” expressed the view that 
the more outright Garner’s meag- 
ure is, the easier it will be de- 
feated. 

“No one has to tell Garner,” he 
said, “that if his measure does not 
contain a promise to prevent the 
return of the saloon and Federal 

ion for dry states, Garner’s 


it.” He was joyous over the turn 
of affairs and finds the fight of 
brewers versus distillers and naked 
repealists versus dry protectionists 
amusing. 

Asked what the Allied Forces for 
Prohibition, of which he resigned 
as chairman after the presidential 
campaign, would do next, he said 
that the drys ‘“‘would have abso- 
lutely nothing to do with a negative 
program which would concentrate 
dry strength in 13 states.’’

He was insistent in saying that 
“hundreds of thousands of so-called 
liberal voters would not vote for a 
measure which did not prevent the 
return of the saloon.” Asked how 
that could be done he said, ‘‘That’s 
not my funeral. That’s up to the 
wets.”’ 

Dr. Poling discounted the repeal 
strength of the election and said 
that many voted for repeal merely 
in their desire to “oust the ins.” 
With time to think it over, he be- 
lieves that many voters will return 
to a prohibition attitude. 

He maintained that the most im- 
portant thing now was to “get to- 
gether and solve the liquor prob- 
lem.” Until he sees the repeal 
measure, nothing on the part of the 
drys will be done, however... He 
told of prominent wets coming to

INCE Hollywood's film factories 
S attract men and women from all 

corners of the earth, one would 


expect to. find a museum-like as- + 


sortment of humanity, and to a 
certain extent that is true. Holly- 
wood girls are a very stereotyped 
lot. To be sure, each has her own 
particular idiosyncrasies. But fun- 
damentally the differences among 
them are very slight. 

Take the matter of height, for 
example. There is exactly seven 
inches difference between the tall- 
est and shortest of the feminine 


stars—with Kay Francis standing’ 


alone as the tallest, and Helen 
Hayes and Sidney Fox sharing hon- 
ors as the shortest. 

Miss Francis, who actually is 
Mrs. Kenneth McKenna, is 5 feet 
7 inches in height. Miss Hayes, 
who is Mrs. Charles McArthur off 
the screen, and Miss Fox both .are 
exactly 65 feet tall—or, rather, 
short. 

Offhand one might think diffi- 


culty would be encountered in cast- 
ing these girls so that they would 
not look out of place beside their 
leading men.. Strangely enough, 
however, such has not been the 
case. Even the tallest isn't tall 
enough to overshadow the majority 
of leading men in the picture racket 
—they grow ’em big in Hollywood. 

And as for the little ones—well, 
Miss Hayes has just finished play- 
ing opposite Gary Cooper, one of 
the tallest men in pictures, who 
towers 14 inches above her. There 
was no difficulty,-cither. He didn’t 
make her appear too tiny, nor did 
she make him look too big. 

Except in rare instances no at- 
tempt whatever is made to create 
the illusion of greater or less height 
for these girls... As far as small 
girls are concerned, the camera au- 
tomatically makes them appear 
taller.. Just why, nobody. seems to 
know, but 4t does. However, it 
never makes a tall girl seem 
shorter. 

There are certain tricks which 
can be utilized to create this illu- 
sion. The man-can stand a trifle 
closer to the camera. If the scene 
is a close-up in which the _ feet 
don't show, the girl can remove 
her shoes. And there have been 
cases in which oversized furniture 
has been, used so that the girl will 
not seem as large by comparison. 

On the legitimate -stage a girl 
can wear certain types ef gowns 
to make her appear either taller or 
shorter. For some _ reason, that 
doesn’t work successfully before 
the caméras, however.

AY FRANCIS, for example, 

does nothing to make herself 

appear shorter, although she 
does regard her height a definite 
handicap. However, she has missed 
out on only one picture during her 
entire screen career because of her 
height. Richard Barthelmess 
wanted her.to play the girl in ‘‘The 
Last Flight,” which she was un- 
able to do because Dick is quite 
short. Barthelmess and Ramon 
Novarro are about the only two 
male stars in Hollywood who are 
too short to play with her. 

‘In my opinion it is bad enough 
for a girl to be as tall as I am 
without making herself all the 
more unattractive by trying to 
make herself appear shorter,” Kay 
Francis says.
